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Tom Robinson, Antioch's 
new weather observer, would 
like to believe Dr. Charles 
Solar's Fearless Forecast for 
this winter, but he thinks 
maybe it's wishful thinking. 

Robinson says he, doesn't 
claim to be an expert at 
weather predictions but he 
thinks maybe facts and fig- 
ures about past winters will 
give us. a better idea of what 
the coming winter will Jbe 
t han > any long-range predic- 
tions. 

The State of Illinois is di- 
vided into nine divisions for 
Weather Bureau purposes, 
Robinson reports, with each 
division having at least ten 
stations reporting weather 
data (with instruments,-^ no 
mushrooms, Robinson points 
out.)- ' 

Lake County is m the 
northeast division. This divi 
si on has the highest average 
snowfall in the state.' In ad 
dition to Lake County, it in- 
cludes McHenry, Boone, De- 
Kalb, Kane, DuPage, Cook, 
LaSalle, Grundy, Will and 
Kendall counties. 

.The .average, winter snow- 
fall in the division from 1931- 
60 was 28.6;* from. 1956-653 
was ■ 3&1. From 1961-65 it 
was 35.2. 

Mr. Robinson also gives us 
. some figures on Antioch's 
snowfalls through the years. 
In the^wIHteTof~1009ao-it 
was 47.0 inches; 1917-18, 
60.6; in 1942-43, 51.3"; 1951- 
-52,_65,l^i_Jt95M0, _55.3"; 
1961-62, 54.6"; 1964-65, 59:3" 
and 1966-67, 48.4". 
' — To~give-you-an-idea-of-the 
-snowfalls in each- month last 
winter, there was a trace in 
November; 10.5" in Decem- 
ber; 13" in January; 16.9" in 
' February; 6" in March; 2" it? 
April and a trace in May. 

"So, whether you check 
the mushrooms or the fish," 
concludes Mr. Robinson, "I 
think we cacn expecct around 
50" of show this season, and 
when Grampa sez "Winters 
ain'Jt what they used to be,"

radio station with a daily re- 
port of temperatures and 
precipitation, Robinson sends 
a report to Champaign week- 
ly and to the U. S. Dept. of 
Commerce at Asheville,. N. 
C, monthly. 

Depth- of 'snowfall in the 
winter is hot quite, so easy 
nor accurate as the rain 
amounts. The weather ob- 
server is advised to *nake his 
best "Guestimate" via sev- 
eral methods. He puts out 
four or five pieces of ply- 
wood in his yard, which are 
swept clean at the end of 
each 24 hour period. Snow 
depth, daily is measured in 
these spots. 

He keeps a record of snow 
depth L pn ^ the -ground, - and 
measures the depth of the 
new snow that has been 
added. By averaging out his 
several figures, he should 
gain a. fairly accurate esti- 
mate of the snowfall. 

The accuracy depends a 
good deal on. the zeal of the 
weather observer, Robinson

Robinson and his wife,

A proposed Federal law to 
sharply restrict . the' sale of 
firearms 'is • expected to ; be 
recommended soon by the 
House Judiciary Committee. 
This news, will surprise many 
who have watched and wait- 
ed patiently on the sidelines 
while this issue has been de- 
bated for more than two 
years in the House arid Sen:, 
ate Judiciary Committees, as 
well as in public, discussions 
arourtd the,, country. Even 
the most outspoken " adher- 
ents to the constitutional 
principle embodied in "the 
right to bear arms" (Article 
II of the U. S. Constitution) 
seem to favor some reason- 
ably restrictive measures 
which would make it . more 
difficult for. criminals and 
incompetents to obtain 'pis- 
tols and rifles. According 
to F.B.I. Director. J. Edgar 
.Hoover: 

'".* . . mail-order firearm 
purchases should be banned, 
interstate transportation of 
firearms controlled, and local 
registration of weapons re : 
quired and enforced; 

"There is no doubt in my. 
mind that the easy accessi- 
bility of firearms is respon- 
sible for many killings, .. . 
Strong measures must be 
taken, and promptly; to pro- 
tect the public:*' - 
- <Thc constitutional limita- 
tions, contained in Article II 
of the Federal Constitution, 
appear to impose no iinpedi-. 
ment. to the proposed Fed- 
eral firearms. act, .,, ,

BE IT ORDAINED BY 
THE BOARDS OF TRUSTEES 
OF THE VILLAGE OF AN- 
TIOCH, ILLINOIS; 

SECTION 1: REGISTRA- 
TION ' 

(a) Required. It shall be 
unlawful for any resident, jo 
operate a bicycle upon any 
Street, sidewalk, or other 
public place within the Vil- 
lage unless the „ person is 
registered and tagged as pro- 
vided in this Ordinance. . . 

( b) . Method. The owner 
of a bicycle shall annually 
between May 1 and May 31, 
or within ten days of the 
purchase of a bicycle, file 
with 'the Chief of, Police f.a 
complete description of the 
same upon a blank form to 
be provided for the purpose. 
Such registration shall be 
^eriaily-numbered-and-kept- 
on file in the office of the 
Chief of Police as public 
records. . . . 

(c) Identification Tag s. 
Upon the registration of , a 
bicycle in his office, the 
Chief of Police or person 
authorized by him shall af- 
fix to the bicycle a license 
iag or emblem, s erially num- 
bered to correspond wittFther 
registration of the bicycle.

(f) Cancellation of Regis- 
t ration. The Chief of Police 
or his designated represen- 
tative may cancel the regis- 
tration of and remove the 
license tag or emblem from 
any bicycle operated in an 
unsafe manner or in viola- 
tion of any statute or ordin- 
ance, and cancellation and 
removal of the tag shall be 
in addition, to other penal- 
lies provided hereunder. 

(g) Change of Ownership, 
Within ten days after any 
bicycle has changed owner- 
ship or been dismantled, or 
taken out of operation, such 
information shall be reported 
to the Department of Police 
by the licensee. 

(h) Loss of License Tag 
or: Emblem. The licensee 
shall report immediately to 
the Department of Police 
the -loss or destruction of the 
license tag or emblem of the 
licensee, and the circum- 
stances surrounding' the loss 
or destruction thereof.
